Health Centre News 


Our refurbished parking facilities and re-styled front entrance has been carefully planned by Lifespan with 
emphasis on safety. Gone are those dreadfully designed steps and the steep ramp reminiscent of the 1970's. 

Lifespan made considerable improvements from last year and because we have a new consulting room we 
are able to offer Practice Nurse appointments each morning and afternoon Monday to Friday. The Cambridge 
Campaign for Tackling Acquired Deafness (CAMTAD) will be offering monthly sessions in the Health Centre from 
early Spring - this service indudes batteries for NHS hearing aids and help for those with hearing problems 
“pardon - what did you say”? The Orthoptist and Psychiatrist now offer appointments twice monthly and our new 
room consulting offers enhanced facilities for the Dietician, the Midwife and the Physiotherapist. Have you tried 
the new examination couch? - antenatal patients and those requiring physiotherapy will benefit the most from 
this. 

We have achieved greater efficiency with data handling by using our direct Computer link with the Family 
Health Authority (FHSA). This must please nature lovers as we use much less paper and there are more trees in 
the countryside for everyone to enjoy. Later in the year we are hoping the Laboratories in Addenbrookes will 
come on-line so that results of tests will be available much sooner and more trees will be saved from wood 
cutters “axe”. 

We continue to work with the Cambridgeshire Medical Audit Advisory Group (CAM MAAG) towards improving 
the standard of patient care - currently looking at patients with long term dyspepsia and now a simple blood 
test can help and treatment of patients with back pain. We have focused on improving our technique in taking 
cervical smears.
